ble, Violence, and Tumult; either tke 
Government maft Supprefs dot only the 
Rabbles themfelves, but the Spirit of Rab- 
bling that isnow gone out in the Nation, 
‘or that Spirit of Rabbling will one time or 
other Opprefe and Subjeét Government it 
felf; either the Tory and the Jacobite, the 
Aligh Flyer and the Jacobite, muft join to 
deftroy the RevolutionPriaciple, and bring 
in Frence upon us, or the Revolution-Pria- 
ciple muft at la& fupprefs and deRroy Ja- 
cobitifm and High Flying 5 either the 
Queen muft be depos'd, and ber Incereft 
crufh’d by the Pretender, or the Pretender 
and his Adherents will be. Trampled under 
Foot, by the Queen and her Priends. 

Is it likely that. the fame Power that 
fhall reduce France, fapprefs Popery, eX- 
clude the Pretender, fupport the Queen, 
and explode Jacobitifm, and High Flying, 
can opprels the Whigs ?—-Can the Whigs 
and fuch a Party differ?
